sarily will Impede the m ovem ent of 
allied fo rtes up the Morava valley by 
til at route, F ren ch and British troops 
a re still landing at Saloniki to go to 
the aid of the Servians and Will con­ 
tinue to do so. 
G reece 
has been officially notified 
by the allied powers that there will 
be no cessation in the debarkation of 
m en at Saloniki. 
So great a num ber of allied troops 
has been put ashore at the Greek |»ort 
that it has been impossible to send 
the men promptly by rail acro ss the 
Servian 
frontier and 
some of them 
a re proceeding by forced m arch es into 
the th eater of war.

V ranya the Bulgarians farther north 
are operating westw ard acro ss their 
border toward the fortress of Pirot, 
which com m ands the Orient E xp ress 
railway line between Nish and Sofia 
Up in the northw est and north the 
G erm ans and Austrians are still push­ 
ing forward their attack s and slowly 
gaining ground over the Servians.

dent Wilson declared th at “ the ques­ 
tion of rural credit is the most vitally 
im portant problem com ronting the 
American people today," he certainly 
knew whereof he spoke. 
You farmers who go blindly on 
from year to year, letting financiers 
dictate w hether 
you 
shall 
have 
enough cash at reasonable interest 
w ith which to run your farms, are 
doing a very foolish and unnecessary 
thing. 
Yesterday I told you how you could 
form an efficient national m arketing 
organization w ith 
ramifications 
in 
every township in the country. 
Today I am going 
to show 
you 
how you can form a National Rural 
Credit System along the same lines. 
A system owned and controlled, not 
by bankers, not by business or pro­ 
fessional men. nor by anyone whose 
interests would conflict w ith you-*- 
but owned and controlled absolutely 
by you— The Farm er. 
W hat I tell you here is nothing 
but facts about a system which, in 
the 151 years it has been in opera­ 
tion in Germany, has not known a 
single failure. 
Its bonds now, hold 
their own as 
they 
alw ays 
have, 
w hether in norm al or in abnormal 
times. 
W hy? 
Because its bonds are 
based upon the land itself, which no 
one can h arm ; and they are bonds is­ 
sued by the farm er himself. 
The system is known as th e Land 
schaft. 
You can adopt and adapt it 
in the United States lf you will. You 
would th u s have your own organized 
financial cooperation under charter 
from the U. S. government. 
You and 
a group of your neighboring land 
owners, after getting 
the 
charter, 
would determ ine the actual cash val 
ne of your combined landholdings 
Say it was $5,000,000. 
You would issue on each mortgage, 
bonds to be sold in the open market 
on security, (your $5,000,000 worth 
of land being the security), so sound 
th a t you will readily dispose of them. 
at or above par. 
The bonds would 
draw 2 to 4 per cent and run from 
50 to 75 years. 
Who, you ask, will be the buyers? 
Your neighbors: the butcher, the 
shoemaker, the widow with a mite lo 
invest; all people with small savings 
or large. 
The* security for so small 
as a $100 bond is still your $5,000,- 
000 worth of land. 
T hat land Is the 
capital stock of your borrowing as­ 
sociation. 
The security farm er 
Bill 
Smith 
gives to this organization, (In which 
he is a partner, by the w ay), is a 
mortgage on his particular land. Un­ 
der this system there are no lawsuits 
because the farm er’s 
mortgage

But the other and large moneyed in­ 
terests of the country will favor this

system, because it will put you on a! * 
prosperous basis and therefore I n - 1 * 
crease and stabilize the value of

their own interests.

You will find that your opposition 
* 
will come from the sniall-loan tinan- 
* 
elal interests, who are not anxious to

see you get out of their grip by or- 
* 
ganizing your own financial system

and having the people at large turn

their money over direct to you, on

bona-fide and gilt-edge security, be- 
* 
cause they are at present obtaining | * 
this very money from the people and 
lending it out to you. 
You must not forget th a t you own 
the land; and that the land is the 
basis of all wealth; that therefore 
you hold the fundam ental security. 
It is only a question of putting this 
security in acceptable form. 
All you need is ORGANIZATION. 
You must have NATIONAL organiza­ 
tion. 
Given that, you will have no 
more credit trouble*. 
And lf you will organize your N a­ 
tional m arketing organization you 
will have no trouble In getting your 
“Unbreakable Farm B ank” O rganiza­ 
tion. 


WHAT WEEKS WAR MOVES MEAN

New York, Oct. 20— The B ritish democracy 
Is 
beginning a 
great struggle to know th e tru th about the war. 
The barring of 
m ilitary and diplomatic blunders from discussion In parliament and 
the rigorous censorship on new spapers have kept the people of the 
United Kingdom more In the d ark about the w ar than are the peo­ 
ple of any o th e r nation except possibly Italy. 
The resignation of Sir Edw ard Carson as attorney general, Is 
perhaps the first step In a m ovem ent th a t 
will 'overthrow the 
present governm ent. 
There would be more certainty as to this 
however lf the United Kingdom had statesm en out of office capable 
of succeeding members of the A squith m inistry. 
But such is not 
the case. 
The greatest minds of the principal political 
parties 
are now included in the coalition governm ent 
and 
there is no 
probability th a t a m inistry of superior talents to th*- present one 
can be organized in Great B ritain. 
But the retirem ent of the a t­ 
torney general will unquestionably accentuate the popular demand 
for more Information about the w ar and for 
greater 
activity 
among the ministers. 
There are three men In the United Kingdom 
poss* sing the energy required of ministers. 
They are Sir Edward 
Carson, 
David 
Loyd-George and Lord Northcllffe. The first has 
just retired thro ug h his objections to the muddling policy p u r­ 
sued, the second has just warned the m inisters that they had only 
until the end of the year to win th e war by putting all their ener­ 
gies Into the conflict, the third has long been pessimistic concern­ 
ing the methods of the governm ent. 
These three nun are vastly 
different In tem peram ent* but they are all intensely and contin­ 
uously active. 
Their unanim ity of judgm ent at this critical time 
suggests therefore that Great B ritain is drifting if not into defeat 
at least into a compromise peace. Such a conclusion is born** out 
by the intense um-asim-ss which Is prevalent throughout the U nit­ 
ed Kingdom. 
Public opinion has been lulled Into a condition of 
false security and now- if the storm breaks It may have come to 
late. 
The lesson will be a very hard one for G reat Britain to bear. 
It means that the government m istrusted tho dem ocracy and has 
failed because It relied upon an absolutism in regard to the war. 
This condition has been dim to the absence of public crltism. 
Secrecy Is the greatest civic crim e th at can be committed In a 
democracy. 
Democracy becomes Ineffective without a free public 
opinion. 
T hat Is the prim ary lesson of the fallur* of Britain's 
great democratic leaders during the present war.

Mohonk Lake, N. Y., Oct. 20 
The 
poverty, the sorrow, th** misery th a t 
Is Porto Rico's; and what America 
and Americans can do to save th** lit­ 
tle country from itself, were outlined 
by Gov. A rthu r Y ager at th** Rn* 
3-day Lake Mohonk conference which 
began this morning. 
Representative citizens and officials 
of governm ents by hundreds ar** her** 
to discuss Indian. Porto Rican. Phil­ 
ippine and other "dependent peoples” 
affairs. 
Gov. Yager said in part: 


“ There is m uch wretchedness and 
poverty among the masses of Porto 
Rico. 
Their dwellings 
are, 
made 
hovels, ulmost devoid of furn itu re and 
crowded beyond belief. 
Their food 
consists of rice, codfish nnd beans, 
supplemented by 
the 
native 
wild 
fruits. 
“ Their wages are barely sufficient 
to m aintain th eir 
existence 
under 
tins** miserable conditions. 
These 
conditions have prevailed In Porto 
Rico for many years. 
W hile much 
lins been done to Improve the island 
sin**** the American occupation, It has 
not been possible to mnke marked Im­ 
provements 
The fundam ental caus** 
is the enormous population, 1.200,000 
people. 
“ Th** present population is about 
350 to th** square mile. 
There are 
only two or three small states that 
have more people per square mile; 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island and New 
Jersey. 
"T he aren of the Island is about 
four liftl»s m ountainous, much of It 
so steep th a t It can hardly be c u lti­ 
vated at all. 
Yet this population Is 
so evenly distributed over Its whole 
surface th a t the cen ter of population 
is only about 5 miles distant 
in 
a 
straight line from th** geographical 
center of the island. 
“ The population 
is steadily 
In­ 
i’ Teasing. 


"T he production and 
export 
of 
coffee remains about the Bam** as In 
Spanish times. 
The output of the 
sugar industry has been multiplied 
by six. 
The export of tobacco, ci­ 
gars. etc., has been Increased more 
than nine times. 
"The people of Porto Rico are a 
kindly, charitable, 
lovable 
people. 
The devotion of parents to th eir chil­ 
dren. Is equal to th at shown among 
the people of any land. 
But owing 
to their Inherited Improvidence, their 
racial characteristics, and perhaps to 
the tropical climate, those checks up 
on population which In colder cli 
mates seem adequate to keep the in ­ 
crease of the people well w ithin the 
limits of subsistence 
seem 
lacking 
am ong them. 
"T he only effective remedy is the 
transfer of large num bers of Porto 
Ricans to some other region. 


"T here Is one country only hope­ 
fully open to a movement of Porto 
Ricans, and th a t is Santo Domingo. 


"I believe It to be the duty of the 
j United States to make the arrange 
menus necessary to make it possible 
that these two neighboring Islands 
over which It has assumed a certain 
control should supplement each oth 
er’s needs In respect to population."

Protect Big and Little Game 


W ashington, D. C., Oct. 20— Legis­ 
lation to protect the game 
of 
the 
country has been enacted during 1915 
and a sum m ary Is included In F a r­ 
m ers’ Bulletin 692. 
In nine states changes bring the 
closed seasons In the state for m i­ 
gratory birds into harm ony with the 
federal regulations. 
A lim it on the 
num ber of waterfowl a sportsman 
may shoot In a day was fixed In A r­ 
kansas and Connecticut. 
Most states 
fix a lim it of 25 or less per day. 
All 
but 14 of the states which permit 
quail hun ting now have a lim it of 
2 0 . 
Big game has received additional 
protection In many states. 
H unting 
m ountain sheep has been suspended 
In Idaho, M ontana and W ashington, 
and In M ontana goats as well are pro­ 
tected until 1918. 
Maine moose may 
not be shot for four years. 
This is 
the first absolutely closed season for 
moose 
since 
1880. 
In 
W yoming 
moose h u n tin g Is perm itted for the 
first time In 12 years, allowing the 
killing of 50 bull moose under $100 
licenses. 


Deer h u ntin g Is perm itted In 36 
states. In one-third of which the h u n ­ 
ter is limited to one deer a season; 
In most of the others to two. 
Seven­ 
teen states protect at all seasons, and 
a num ber require th a t only those 
deer may he killed which have horns 
of a definite length. 
Prairie chicken 
shooting is permitted in Indiana for 
the first time since 1907. 
Indiana, 
however, prohibits the u 3e of a rti­ 
ficial lights attached to automobile 
for h u n tin g game on or near a h igh ­ 
way. 
Partridge hunters in Michigan 
also are prohibited from using auto­ 
mobiles.
